Where the tiny cochineal 
insect comes 
from Is something 
of a mystery, but 


he does come wherever the nopal plant 
grows and for a long time was thought 
to be a seed or a floweret of the plant. 
The living female insect is twice as 
large as the male, 
weighs one-tenth of 
a grain and loses much weight In dry- 
ing, so that 70,000 are needed to make 
one pound. 
During the rainy season 


many 
millions 
of the creatures 
are 


drowned or washed 
off the plants, so 


that when the long dry summer comes 
there are but a few survivors on each 
plant. 
But these 
multiply so rapidly 


that before long the plants are cover- 
ed. 
The last act of the female's life Is 


to deposit a large number of eggs, on 
which her dead body rests, protecting 
them from the burning rays of the sun 
until the little ones emerge. 
In about 


six weeks after the beginning 
of the 


dry 
season 
comes 
the first harvest 


The 
plantation 
laborers 
make 
the 


round of the nopalry aud with a brush 
go over the entire plant, sweeping the 
creatures 
into a bag. 
They then are

all questions should be 


subject to the wishes of the majority. 
It is only id matters 
within its pro- 


vince 
tbat tbe state 
should 
frame 


laws, 
and 
the 
observance 
of rest- 


day is wholly beyond 
its province. 


Such question 
belongs to the church, 


not to tbe state. And the church mutt 
secure obedience 
thereto, ifat all, not 


by corporeal penalties, 
hut by im- 


planting 
in the mind 
a desire 
foi 


its observance. 
The religionist obser- 


ves Sabbath 
because 
he is so disposed. 


He does it cheerfully and voluntarily 
as a religious duty. 


An amendment 
to tbe state 
consti- 


tution is proposed, making 
Sunday 


a day of rest, with ponai consequences 
attached to the violation of its obser- 
vance 
as 
suoh. 
To accomplish 
this 


compulsory rest-day it will be neces- 
sary to submit an amendment 
to the 


voters of tbe state. 
Of course 
there 


is uot the ghost of a chance for such 
a povision being 
incorporated in tbe 


organic law. The promoters 
of this 


idea no doubt are actuated 
by laud- 


uble motives, 
and believe 
tbey are 


trying to advance the best interests 
ot 


the state. 
Nevertheless, 
we cannot 


commend 
tbe move, and

commission has studied it carefully 
for two years; 
its recommendations 


are not untried 
novelties, 
but are

At first sight it may 
seem tn be an 


objection to the plan of the commiss- 
ion that under it tbe state's 
revenues 


would be samewhat rigid or inelastic. 
Itis, however, 
easy to exaggerate tbe 


importance of elasticity in a revenue 
system. 
Under 
the 
proposed 
plan 


the revenues of the stale 
would in- 


crease with the growth 
of the 
earn- 


ings of the public service 
corpora- 


tions. 
This is the same as 
sayiug 


that they willvary with the prosper- 
ity of tbe state

growth. If "hard times" oome again, 
which we hope may not happen, 
the

Ifthe plan of the 


commission 
had been in operation in

but by the time the plan can go into 
operation it is 
estimated

revenues obtainable 
thereunder 
will 


be ample for all necessary 
purposes, 


and yet not so large but that 
the 


legislature would have to 
weigh very 


carefully tbe relative merits of tbe 
various claims on the treasury.

would be substi- 


tuted 
for the 
arbitrary

by tbe assessors 


and tbe state board ot equalization a 
mathematical rule, which will elimi- 
nate tbe necessity 
for tho exercise of 


judicial discretion

officer. 


The gross earnings of our public ser- 
vice corporations 
are dednite 
facts, 


easily 
ascertainable, 
and 
hard 
to 


conceal 
or 
manipulate. 
Once 
the 


gross earnings are ascertained 
all that 


remains is to multiply 
them 
by the 


tax rate and colleot the amount 
due. 
Itis the view of the commission that 
this willtake the matter 
of the taxa- 


tion of public 
service 
corporations 


out of politics entirely. 
They could 


uot by political influence 
lower their 


taxes 
nor could 
the masses 
of the 


voters 
even if 
they 
have 
a "deep 


rooted 
prejudice 
against 
corpora- 


tions," run riotously into extrava 
gance. 


Yon raise tbe question 
whether 
or 


not the plan ot tax reform proposed 
by 
the commission 
would , tend to 


cany the 
corporations 
into, politics 


to a greater 
extent 
than 
does 
the 


present system. 
Tbe present 
system, 


itmust be remembered, 
places 
wide 


and arbitrary, powers in the hands ot 
tbe assessors 
in all matters 
relating 


to the taxation of corporations.

upon property by an assessor 
for pur- 


poses 
of 
taxation, 
such 
valuation 


being a matter

W hen Dried, tke Queer Arms Closely 
R esem ble Fluster of P aris. 
At its marine residence, away down 
in deep water, the name on the door 
plate would be “Astrophyton,” and it 
belongs to a species called ophiurans. 
It has a well marked control disk, not 
unlike a clam, but has no shell. From 
this central body radiate arms, five in 
number, like those of the familiar star­ 
fish, and these arms are divided into 
minute branches, like the twigs on a 
tree, until they number in some cases a 
thousand separately defined bairlike 
tendrils. 
While the body is not large, 
the branches when extended measure 
about eighteen inches in diameter. The 
creature has the power of incurllng 
these branches until it closely resem­ 
bles a shallow dish. This it does when 
caught and about to die, remaining In 
that shape when dried. 
It has been given the name of basket 
fish. It frequently (when caught by a 
dredge, for that is the only way it can 
be taken) throws off these arms or 
parts of them, so that a perfect speci­ 
men is hard to be procured in its natu­ 
ral condition. 
These arms and their subdivisions 
are almost white when dried and close­ 
ly resemble plaster of paris. They are 
very brittle, easily broken and cannot 
be repaired. 
The fish live among the 
roots of seaweeds and are supposed to 
feed upon these, moving about by 
wriggling and clambering with their 
arms or fastening upon the roots and 
pulling themselves along. 
Most of the knowledge regarding 
their habits is conjecture, for none 
have been taken alive and kept for suf­ 
ficient time to give them proper ex­ 
amination and study.—St. Nicholas.

Before the English occupation of In­ 
dia it was estimated that the Ganges 
carried to the sea every year 1,000,000 
dead bodies. 
It was then considered 
by the Hindoos that the happiest death 
was one found in its waves, and all 
pious Hindoos who could do so were 
carried to its banks and placed in its 
w aters to die.
